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REMARKS 

I. Status of the claims 

Claims 1-57 have been canceled in favor of newly added claims 58-63. The 
peptides recited in claims 58-63 are within the scope of the elected invention since they 
are "carboline-3-carboxylic acid modified peptides". These peptides are described in 
detail in Examples 96 and 97 on page 60 of the specification. As described in the titles 
of those examples, 3S-(2-Arg-Pro-Ala-Lys)-1 , 2,3,4, -tetrahydro-p-carboline-3-carboxylic 
acid is peptide "29" and 3S-(2-Pro-Ala-Lys)-1,2,3,4,-tetrahydro-p-carboline-3-carboxylic 
acid is peptide "30". These peptides are also included in Examples 98-100. Support for 
composition claims 61-63 is further found on pages 60-65 of the specification, which 
implicitly require the compounds to be present in the form of a composition comprising a 
pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. New claims 58-63 therefore find support in the 
original claims and throughout the specification. No new matter has been added. 

In view of the cancellation of the elected species, Applicants respectfully request 
the Office to extend the search to another species. 

II. Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. S 112, 112 

The Office rejects claim 29 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as 
allegedly indefinite because, according to the Office, "H" in the description of the first 
amino acid of the formulae can be histidine or hydrogen. Office Action, page 3. 

Applicants have cancelled claim 29, thereby obviating the rejection. None of 
claims 58-63 recite "H" in describing an amino acid. Applicants therefore respectfully 
submit that the rejection of record does not apply to any of the pending claims. 
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III. Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

Claim 29 was rejected by the Office under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly 
anticipated by Wu et al., Bioorganic & Medicinal Chemistry Letters, Vol. 12, pages 
2331-33 ("Wu"). Office Action, page 3. 

Applicants have canceled claim 29 and respectfully submit that this amendment 
obviates the previous ground of rejection. Wu does not teach either 3S-(2-Arg-Pro-Ala- 
Lys)-1,2,3,4,-tetrahydro-p-carboline-3-carboxylic acid or 3S-(2-Pro-Ala-Lys)-1 ,2,3,4,- 
tetrahydro-p-carboline-3-carboxylic acid is peptide. Therefore, Applicants respectfully 
submit that Wu does not anticipate the pending claims. 



In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration and reexamination of this application and the timely allowance 
of the pending claims.
